By Big Bankers 


The National Bank of Commerce 


in discussing Dutch 
East 
Indian 


trade in an article appearing In the 
October 
Issue 
of 
Us 
Commerce 
Monthly says: 


"The Dutch East Indies occupy a 


strategic position as regards inter- 
national trade. The islands are in 
the direct path of all steamships op- 
erating between Europe and Eastern 
Asia, and of vessels plying between 
Far Eastern ports and the Atlantic 
coast of America by wky of Suez. 


"Dutch East Indian goods, *on- 


sistfng-.chiefly of petroleum and of 
sugar, ^rubber and other 
widely 


varied products of a rich tropical 
agriculture, are the oasis for an ex- 
panding- trade with "Western nations 
which is further sustained by a re- 
turn of manufactured goods to meet 
the demand of a Dutch East Indian 
population 
of 
nearly 
GO.000,000 
people. 


"The export trade of j^hl» group, 


which before the war averaged only 
a little more than 1200.000,000 an- 
nually, 
averaged 
approximately 


$750,000.000 during 1919, 1920 and 
1921, while during the same period 
the value of the annual Import trade 
expanded from about 5150,000.000 to 
These figures 


are afftcted by exchange fluctua- 
tions- and by the great 
increase 


which has taken place since pre-war 
days in the prices of most commo- 
dities. -- The export figures particu- 
larly are affected by the abnormally 
high prices for sugar which pre- 
vailed in part of 1919 
and 
1920. 


However, the fact^that there has 
been a marked jncrease since pre- 
wa? years In the quantity of many 
Dutch East Indian 
products 
ex- 


ported Indicates that a part of the 
increase in value of total exports is 
due to an increase In the physical 
volume of trade, and it Is probable 
that there has also been an increase 
in the quantity of goods imported. 


"The United States regularly fur- 


nishes the greater number of motor 
vehicles imported Into the 
Dutch 


East Indies. Out of a total of 6B7t 
vehicles imported In 1921, 3716 same 
from the United States. 
"Formerly a very large share of 


the. produce of the Dutch East In- 
dies was shipped to the Netherlands 
and distributed from that source. 
During the war much of this trade 
was diverted to other channels and 
the proportion of goods exported to 
the United States and to the United 
Kingdom was appreciably increased. 
During the same time the share of 
the United States and Japan In the 
Impor/ trade showed a \jpa'T'<ed In- 
crease. Since the war much of this 
commerce has returned to Its for- 
mer course."

The entire population of Grass Valley luis 


J>een asked to meet tomorrow on Gold Hill and 
bring their shovels and. rakes with them. The 
holes will be filled, the weeds removed and a 
park prepared. It is planned to raise enough 
money to purchase a monument or other ap- 
propriate marker and to preserve in a fitting 
way this landmark for the future. 
The call 


for the workers has -been issued by a joint 
committee of tbe Native Sons of the Golden 
West and the Grass Valley Chamber of Com- 
merce, and it lias been announced by the North 
Star Mines Company, owners of the tract, that 
it will be donated for the purpose. 


William B. Byrne, in his "Sketch of Grass 


Valley," places the actual discovery of gold 
qnartz in California in June, 1S50 but little at- 
tention was paid to the find until McKnight 
found his outcropping on Gold Hill. 
Byrne 


writes: 


"Quartz, which made Grass Valley world- 


renowned, was not discovered until June, ISoO, 
seven, or eight months after the discovery of 
placer mines here. The earliest discovery of 
gold-bearing quartz was made, as we have 
stated in June. 1850 on Gold llill, but. owing 
to the general ignorance of quartz veins, the 
discovery created little or no excitement among 
the miners who were satisfied with their yield 
from the placer mines." 


Then McKnight came along and started a 


California industry which 
is slili yielding 


close to a half million a month.

REMOVES LAW'S DELAYS. 


A law passed by tiie last legislature and 


which is designed to save expense to the count}' 
of preliminary hearings was given its first 
demonstration in Alameda county the other 
day. As a result two men who had decided to 
plead guilty to a charge of embezzlement have 
been held to answer to the Sujwrior Court 
without the needless and costly first hearing. 


There is a particular interest in (he working 


of this law because it was suggested here in 
Oakland, in THE TRIBCNE, before the Legisla- 
ture convened. Under the old plan the arrested 
man, regardless of the fact that he wished to 
plead guilty, was brought up in preliminary 
hearing where witnesses testified and where 
his -story was told. At the end the man was 
lield to answer that he might be tried in the 
Superior Court. 


Under the new law it is pos-sible for such a 


man to waive the preliminary hearing, to save 
himself one of two public hearings, and to 
save the county or city the expense, of one. 
More than that may be gained.

to plead guilty under the old plan, it was pos- 
sible for the one who was determined to fight 
the case to have his attorneys present at the 
preliminary bearing i and, upon the evidence, 
seek to build up a case. Two evils in this sit- 
uation will be apparqnt, perhaps, only to those 
familiar witli the workings of the criminal 
courts. 


The new law removes the expenses of steno- 


graphic records and witnesses' fees in one court, 
besides the costs to the accused for attorney's 
fees, and facilitates the operation of the law. 
In these days when the American Bar Associa- 
tion is pledged to remove the delays, it would 
seem to be a move in the right direction.

Sinus infection sometimes oc- 


curs In children. It sometimes ac- 
counts for the failure of a child 
to improve after the removal of 
diseased or infected tonsils anil 
adenoids. 
And there are now on 


record well authenticated cases In 
which heart disease, Bright's dis- 
ease, bronchitis and arthritis have 
been 
caused by pus-germ nasal 


sinus infections in children. 
Of 


course the majority of cases of 
sinusitis are In adults. Quite a few 
cases of chorea (St. Vitus' dance) 
of severe typ** with more than or- 
dinary involvement of the heart 
have responded favorably to treat- 
ment of suppurativ Infection of a 
nasal sinus. 


The 
reason why sinusitis was 


formerly seldom recognized was be- 
caus; the nasal cavities were sel- 
dom examined properly. 
When a 


doctor or specialist makes a prop- 
er examination of the nose and 
throat he never finds himself con- 
strained to ascribe tho patient's 
trouble to "catarrh." A proper ex- 
amination of the nasal cavity Is 
impossible without the use of spe- 
cial apparatus for iilumir.ating the 
interior — head light or head mir- 
ror and specula designed for this 
purpose. A proper examination of 
the sinuses requires in addition, In 
most cases, special apparatus for 
translllumination, to enable 
the 


physician to estimate whether the 
air spaces in the bones of the skull 
are filled with anything other than 
air. 
In some cases X-ray nega- 


tives must -be made to settle 
a 


doubt about thb state of the deeper 
sinuses. So let no one imagine that 
sinusitis or sinus infection Is a new- 
fangled disease; .i.t'3 as old as the 
hills, only .we don't let It masquee- 
ade so much nowadays.

THE PITCH SHOT 


"With a picture of a golf course In 


mind let us try to fit Into a scene 
around one of the greens. 


Having started on the green and 


taken up the matter of putting in 
thorough fashion, let us Imagine 
that we are now In the actual act 
oC devoting ourselves to the chip 
shot. 
This, of course, follows In 


natural sequence, according to my 
teaching from the green back 'to 
tho teo. 


I would Impress upon my read- 


ers that this shot is extremely im- 
portant. 
It requires finesse, the 


proper knack. That knack can only 
be ' acquired through practice. 
I 


think that I will devote one of my 
articles to thlu idea of practice. 
Too much stress cannot be laid 
upon the reasons for practice. 


Without devoting much time to 


trying 
the shots over and 
over 


igain, a golfing tyro cannot hope 
.o get anywhere. But we are get- 
.Ing away from the subject. 


Here we are, then, with the chip 


shot. 
Get the feeling of club in- 


hand, the picture of the green and 
visualize bunkers, an open path- 
way to the putting carpet or what- 
ever you will. 


AVit'h the chip shot, then, I'll de- 


scribe my own method of playing 
it. 
Perhaps those who are ad- 


vanced in the game will find it 
merits being applied to their own 
game, while I hope that my de- 
scription will be clear enough tor 
the beginner to be able to go out 
and practice the stroke. 
HOW IT SHOULD BE PLATED. 


First, then, grip the club near 


the bottom of the leather grip. 
Incidentally, the club that may be 
used Is the mashie or the mashie 
niblick. 
It would be well to try 


both clubs until an idea is gained 
ns to which one gives better re- 
sults. 


As described In a previous ac- 


count, the chip shot requires a 
-stance that nearly 'brings the heels 
together. 
The right foot is more 


advanced than the left, and in this 
case I stand .extremely close to the 
ball. 
This is. done because I can 


control my body better and check 
any tendency toward swaying. 


I want what I am about to say 


to get across. 
It is this:' 
The 


backswing is short, firm and de- 
liberate. There should be no hurry 
or jumpiness about It, for the in- 
clination is to lift the head. 


The elbows should be kept close 


to the body, especially on the back-

should bo face upwards and bear- 
ing in the same direction as the 
line of the flight of the ball. 


The pellet should be crisply and 


firmly hit. Try and try until that 
sensation is gained. You will kno'wj 
by the feel of the shot whether! 
you have done this. 


Tho feet should be kept on the' 


ground all the time and only the' 
slightest turn Of the body permit- 
ted. 
Al.so it Is advisable to aflow 


a slight bend of the knees to avoid 
a cramped position. 
' 


Don't forget that the head !s 


kept perfectly still until tho ball 
Is struck, just as previously de- 
scribed In tho putting article. 
Al- 


ways pick out a spot between the 
hole and tha ball to pitch or chip 
to, the shot being played to pro- 
duce a little run'after the ball hits 
the- green. I use a mashie for this 
shot, but sometimes it all depends 
on the nature of the situation. The 
mashie niblick may be used with 
effectiveness, It being wise to prac- 
tice with both clubg.
